Theresa (Mrs. Michael Bam- 
berger) and I took one whole Sunday to marinate seventy or 
one hundred herring. Oh, those onions we had to peel and slice! 
And those herring we had to soak and clean. Then we helped wait 
on the tables and, dead tired, looked for something to eat. There 
wasn’t one piece of herring left! The herring had been served, 
each with a hot potato. The charge was thirty-five cents. And 
we always made good money from those suppers! Oh yes! I 
was particularly known for my double chocolate cakes. So when 
it came time to earn my five dollars — each member pledged that, 
annually I baked three of those chocolate cakes. I set no price. 
But Sam Rauh sent me ten dollars, Harry A. Kahn, five dollars 
and a woman, she particularly should have known the cost of 
baking a cake like those — sent me two dollars! One Sunday, 
at the Indianapolis Club, before the men went home to dinner, 
Simon (her late husband,) auctioned off one of my cakes and 
realized five dollars for the Sisterhood; and at another time, we 
chanced off a crock of six of my marinated herring and that 
brought in ten dollars. Jesse Mossler won the cake and I. 
Ferdinand Kahn, the crock of herring. We also gave shampoos, 
tonic-rub and all the fixings to our men for one dollar. That 
money was easily made!” There you have it! The personal work 
brings results and creates an interest in the success of the or- 
ganization. If our Temple on Delaware and Tenth Streets had 
a half-way decent kitchen upstairs, (how Mrs. Harold Platt, presi- 
dent at the time, inspired the members to raise the necessary 
money, only to have the Board vote “thumbs down” on the pro- 
ject) the Sisterhood members would be glad to serve luncheons 
and dinners. The dumb waiter at Temple is, assuredly, dumb! 
We used to run up and down stairs because service was so slow. 
Our feet moved quicker, our hands handled more, than that dumb- 
waiter! If we had a fully equipped kitchen upstairs, we would 
have a closer affiliation and the meals are money-makers. I vote 
for a new kitchen upstairs fully equipped.
